The Glty Council of the City of Austin, TGXAB, convened In regular session at

the regular meeting place In the City Hall on June ?3, 1933, with Mayor Tom Miller

presiding. Roll call showed the following members present: Oounollmen C. F. Alford,

absent, none*

The reading of the Ulnutes was dispensed with.

Councilman Gill Is Introduced the following ordinance l

AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING- THE ISSUANCE OF BONDS
OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN. TEXAS, TO THE AMOUNT OF
THREE HUNDRED AND SEVENTY-FIVE THOUSAND DO LIARS
($375,000.00), FOR THE PURPOSE OF THE CONSTRUCT-
ION AND IMPROVEMENT OF THE PUBLIC FREE SCHOOL
BUILDINGS IN THE CITY OF AUSTIN, AND THE PURCHASE
OF GROUNDS AND EQUIPMENT THEREFOR, AND PROVIDING
FOR THE PAYMENT OF SAID BONDS

The ordinance was read the first time, and, upon motion of Councilman 51111s, «

seconded by Councilman Alford, the rule was suspended and the ordinance was passed H

to Its second reading, by the following vote: Ayes, Counollmen Alford, Bartholomew,

The ordinance was read the second time, and, upon motion of Councilman Gillie,

seconded by Councilman Alford, the rule was further suspended and the ordinance was

passed to its third reading, by the following vote: Ayes, Oounollraen Alford, Bartholomew,

Qlllls, Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf; nays, none.

The ordinance was read the third time, and, upon motion of Councilman 01 111 a,

seconded by Councilman Alford, the ordinance was finally passed, by the following votei

Councilman Alford offered the following resolution:

WHEREAS, Texas Public Service Company has presented to the City Council tentative

maps or plans showing the proposed construction of its gas mains in the streets In the

City of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans have been considered by the

City Council; therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED B* THE OITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN!

THAT Texas Public Service Company be, and the same ia hereby, permitted to lay

and construct its tfaa mains in and upon the following streets:

(1) A £ae main in WILSON STREET northerly 36 feet from a point W feet
north of the north line of West Live Oak Street, tho oonterlino of which
gas main shall bo 36 feet west of and parallel to the east lino of said
Wilson Street.

Said Kas main described above shall linve a covering of not loos than c?i
foot.

A Kaa main in FOREST TRAIL from Stamford V/ay northerly 153 foot, the
centerline of which gas main shall be 7i feet west of and parallel to
the east line of said Forest Trail.

Said gas main described above shall have a covering of not less than pj
feet.

(3) A eras main In CHALMEHS AVENUE from Willow Street north 121 feet, the
centerline of which gas main shall be IjJ feet v/est of and parallel to
the east line of said Chalmers Avenue.

Said gas main described above shall have a covering of not less than 2i
feet.

A gas main in SINCLAIR AVE1TU2 northerly 100 feet from V/est Jffth Street,
the centerline of which gas main shall be 7i feet west of end parallel
to the east line of said Sinclair Avenue.
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Said tfas wain described abovo shall liavo a covering of not loos than ?i foot.

The Texas Public Service Company IB hereby put upon notice that the City of Austin

does not t^uarantee that the epaoe aaal^ed abovo ia clear from other underground utili -

ties, but is baaed upon tho beat records wo have at hand, and that the minimum depth

otated doea not have any reference to the fact tliut K^outta- uooths may not bo required

at special points. When the Toxaa Public Service Company requires definite information

upon the rround aa to elevations or working points from which to base the location of

their assignments, they shall apply to the Olty Engineering Department riot lees than

threo (3) days before suoh information is required. The Texas Public Service Company

in further put upon notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs

or replacement of any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines

named in this resolution*

AND THAT whenever pavement is out in the vicinity of a fire plug, water must be

used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches*

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation in the

streets and the restoration and maintenance of oald streets after said mains have been

laid, shall be under the supervision and direction of the City Manager, and under all

the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain franchise granted to said Company

by the Olty of Austin*

THAT that certain street traverslm? Block C of said Westend Addition and extend-

ing in a northerly and southerly direction and being bounded on the east by Lots 11

and 22 of said Block C and being bounded on the west by Lota 12 and 21 of said

Block C be known and designated hereafter as GAHNER AVENUE; and
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THAT that street traversing said Blonk 0 in nn cautery uno wuoterly rtirootion

and beinrc bounded on the south by Ixjts ?\ to 30, both inclusive, of said Block 0 and

belnK bounded on the north by Lots 1? to ?3, both inclusive, of said Block 0, bo known

and designated hereafter as HETHER STREET.

WHEREAS, the Quality Mills, acting by and through W. H. Dodson, Manager, owner of

Lot 5, Block 158 of the Original Oity of Austin, Travis County, Texas, which property

abuts the west side of Nueoea Street at a location north of West Second Street and being

adjacent to the alley traversing said Block 100, haa made application to the City Council

of the City of Austin for permission to construct a commercial driveway across the west

sidewalk area of said Nueoea Street at the above described location, as shown upon the

plan hereto attached marked 2-C-7W, which plan is hereby made a part of said request;

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Austin has favorably considered the grant-

THAT the Quality Mills, acting by and through ;v. H. Dodson, Manager, owner of

Lot 5, Blook 100, of the Original City of Austin, Travle County, Texas, which property

abuts the west side of Nueoes Street at a location north of West Second Street, and

being adjacent to the alley traversing said Blook 100, Is hereby permitted to construct

a commercial driveway across the west sidewalk area of said Nueoes Street at the above

described location, subject to the construction of concrete ramps, curbs, driveways,

sidewalks and expansion Joints as shown upon the plan marked 2-0-7̂ , which plan Is

hereby made a part of this resolution, and further subject to the condition that all

concrete curb, ramp and drlvev/ay construction done within the City streets shall be

done by a bonded sidewalk contractor under the direction and supervision of the City

Engineer of the City of Austin and in accordance with linos and grades furnished by the

Engineering Department of the City of Austin.

Counoilman Alford moved that the following named persons be granted taxloab driv-

er's permits, in accordance with the recommendation of Roy J« Smith, Captain of Police,

Traffic Division: Thomas Matthew Ollleapie, 202 West 17th Street; Willie Harmon Williams,

306 West Ulnth Street; and W. E. Jamison, 700 West Avenue. The motion prevailed by the

following; vote i Ayes, Gouaoiluon tlford, Bartholomew, Oil lie, Mayor Mill or, and Counoil-

man Wolf; nays, none.

The public hearlnK on the zoning of the recently annexed territory wao reopened,

and the following persona appeared and were heard:

Prank W. King, who asked that the triangular strip extending from Frefleriokaburg

Road to Goodrich Avenue be zoned as "C" Commercial, on the ground that said property

v.'as fit for commercial purposes only because of the proxiralty of the ne^ro church and

cemetery ;

lira. Otis Vauf&an, who, individually, and for adjacent nrouerty ov/riui'3, objected

to the clasQificution of the above naiaeu property as "C" Cciuaerclal, on the ground that

it would deatroy the residential value of surrounding property and retard the sale of

Aft or considerable rlifloussiou, Mayor Mil lor moved that /it the nreseut time tho

City Council sustain thu recouuaendution of the City plan Commission that tho property

fronting on FrederlcksburK Hoacl from Oxforo Avenue to Blue Bonnet Luno, including the

triangular strip in question, be zoned as "C" Commercial, with the nroviso that lat-

er If developments Justify, and the nei/;ro churoh and oometery are moved, atd. abutt-

ing property owners request that said trlautfular strip be rezoned as "A" Residence,

tho natter be reconsidered* The motion was seconded by Councilman Bartholomew.

Upon roll call, the motion carried by the following votui Ayes, Councilman Alford,

Bartholomew, and Mayor Miller; nays, Councilmen Oillls and Wolf*

The matter of determining the depth to which the "C11 Commercial District should

extend from tho Frederiokeburtf Hoad was referred to the City Plan Commission for re-

consideration*

The hearing was then continued to the next regular meeting.

The following resolution was introduced:

WHEH&AS, City of Austin taxes were assessed aKainat Fannie E. Hiehey Estate for

the years 1927 to 1936> Inclusive, on Lots if and 11, Block "B", Outlot 3, Division
11Z", Terrace Park, Plat 95, in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas; and

WHEREAS, taxes for said years have been delinquent! and the Interest of 6# on

the amount of same has accrued, and a penalty of 5# on the amount of said taxes has

been duly assessed; and

WHEftEAS, said described land has boon In litigation, and under the olrcumatanoes,

the City Council of the City of Austin, Texas, deems It Just and equitable to remit

said penalty and one-half the Interest which has accrued on the aforesaid taxes, on

assessed In the name of Fannie E. Hiehey Estate, together with 1/2 the accrued In-

terest to the date of nayment Is promptly oald, to charge said nenalty «nd 1/P the

Interest thereon off his rolls and to isauo to the party entitled to receive same

a receipt in full on the payment of suid taxes, toKether with I/? the interest there -

At tho ruqaost of tho owners, tho City Manager was authorized to uxecute a quit-

olaiM (ieed to an alley extending through the nropt-rty of the Austin Women a Club at

El^th and San Antonio street&.
